BAILEY INDICTED 
BY PEORIA JURY. 


Chairman of Finance Commit- 
tee Caught in Dougherty 
Net; Is Charged with 
Malfeasance. 


SCANDAL CAUSES A DEATH 


Prominent Connections of the Ac- 
cused May Lead to Runs on 
Two Institutions of 
the City. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

‘Peotia, Ill., Oct.’ 12.—[Special.J—In the 
midst of turbulence that twice verged on 
fisticuffs the grand jury voted an indictment 
this afternoon against O. J. Bailey, chairman 
of the school board’s finance committee, on 
the charge of malfeasance in office as chief 
auditor of Defaulter N. C. Dougherty’s ac- 
counts. The accused man is Peoria’s fore- 
most financier, upon whose shoulders, to a 
large extent, rests the credit of the town. 

Henry G. Triebel, the other active member 
of the committee, and Mayor Tolson, ex- 
officio member, were exonerated of all crim- 
inal responsibility. 

Calvin C. Lines, for fifty-one years di- 
rector and stockholder of the buined Peoria 
National bank, died late tonight, the result 
of nervous prostration brought about by the 
scandal created by the embegzlements of the 
president of the bank, N. C. Dougherty. Mr. 
Lines was prostrated the day preceding the 
announcement of the indictment of Dougher- 
ty, and sank rapidly to death. 

As @ consequence of the action of the grand 
jury the city is running with excitement to- 
night. Itis the program of the jury to return 
the indictment tomorrow forenoon In court, 
but a strenuous attempt wilt be made by 
Bailey’s friends to have it reconsidered. 

The vote by which the financier was in- 
dicted stood 16 to 7. It requires fifteen. votes 
to indict. If Bailey’s friends can add two 
votes to their present strength the action 
may be nullified and no indictment returned. 
The minority jurors are working hard to- 
night to achieve this end. 


Forty-three New Dougherty Bills. 

If the “indictment ts returned in court, 
Bailey will be taken into custody at once and 
required to give bonds. The offense with 
which he is charged is punishable by a fine of 
not more than $10,000 and prohibition of ever 
again holding public office. There is no im- 
prisonment penalty. 

With the close of the session of the jury to- 
day Foreman Grant Minor not only reported 
to the state’s attorney’s office Bailey’s in- 
dictment but also delivered forty-three addi- 
tional indictments against Dougherty for 


forgery, embegzlement, and larceny as ballee. ' 


These true bills will be returned into court 
tomorrow, after which the jury will adjourn, 
leaving With the judge a lengthy report, part 
of which will be a severe cengu | 
school trustees.

Banks Again Are Shaken. 

With the spread of the news concerning 
Bailey's indictment the city again became 
possessed of a fear of a general bank run to- 
morrow. He isa director and heavy stock- 
holder in the Centra! National bank, in which 


| most of the school funds now are deposited, 


and he is president of the Dime Savings and 
Trust company, on which a run was started 
last Saturday. The latter institution still is 
availing itself of its sixty day clause in pay- 
ment of savings deposits. It is feared that 
the run, if it materializes, will be on the Cen- 
tral National. It was declared tonight that 
the bank was ready for any emergency, and 
could satisfy all demands. 

In the light of the prodigious sum to which 
the latest calculations have sweiled Dough- 
erty’s shortage it is feared that the school- 
man’s property will not be sufficient to reim- 
bufse the public treasury. In that event 
Bailey may be prosecuted not only criminally 
for malfeasance, but sued to recover the final 
deficit in the fund for which he has been 
partly responsible for the last nineteen years,

It took two hours for thé jury to determine 
that Triebel and Mayor Tolson should not 
be indicted. The mayor being only an ex- 
Officio member, it was unanimously agreed 
that he should be exonerated. But consid- 
eration of Triebel brought on a sharp fight. 
Bailey's friends tried to show that if the 
chairman were culpable, Triebel was equally 
so, and in the evidence, it wag pointed out, 
the latter had admitted that he person- 
aily audited Dougherty’s accounts a large 
part of the time. The antt-Balfley jurors took 
little interest in this argument. They said 
that Triebel had acted géne@rally at the sug- 
gestion of Bailey, who had been on the com- 
mittee for a longer period, and was sdlely re- 
sponsible for the methadgs of auditing in 
vogue. Triebel was eliminated from consid- 
eration on almost a unanimous ballot. 


Then the jury settled down to argument on 


the Balley case. George W. Schnebly, 
father of the young bank clerk who first re} 
ported Dougherty's steals, led the faction of 
sixteen who were bent on the indictment of 
Bailey.

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AUTO DEVICE CAUSES HAYOC 


Ri of Gas Kills One Man 
and Injures Another. 


WRECKS BIG TOURING CAR. 


Inventor Crippled for Lite When Hopes 
. Were Highest. 


The explosion of an apparatus for driving 
automobiles invented by Henry Brown of 
Lake Forest wrecked the hopes of the in- 
ventor yesterday. and inflicted on him injuries 
which may incapacitate him for further work 
as a chauffeur. 

George H. PoWell, a colored care taker in 
the Lake Forest. garage of Mrs. Charles 
Durand, where the explosion occurred, re- 
ceived injuries w resulted im his death 
ten hours later. © 

A large touring car ownéd by J. Finley Bar- 
rell, stock broker, who employed Brown as 
ghauffeur, was wrecked by the explosion. 
Which sent bits of the shattered gas machine 
on which the men were working all about the 
‘Place. 

Acetylene Gas the Motive Power, 

‘ Brown had been émployed as chauffeur 
by Mr. Barrell for two years, and during 
that time haf) been engaged in perfecting 
his machine, Intended to make use of acety- 
lene gas in driving automobiles. All his spare 
time was taken up in work on his invention 
und he often tolled alone far, into thenight 
in his work shop in thé garage. 

Brown's plan promised much, according to 
the other drivers, who frequently visited the 
place, and he had just received a new car 
in which he intended to install his machine, 
a model of wach t had been sent to him from 
Chicago. 

In the arrival of the machine and the plans 
for its final test, Brown saw emancipation 
from his Work as chauffeur, and several 


ffiends visited him during the morning and | 


congratulated him on the probability of its 
proving a success, The Barrell car was 
housed in the Durand garage, where Brown 
worked On it. He secured the services of 
Powell to help him in putting the macfine 
together, and the aged negro was bending 
over the tank containing the gas when it ex- 
ploded. Both men were made unconscious 
by the blast, and no explanation can be given 
of the actual cause of the accident. 


Both Men Badly. Hurt. 

The detonation, which shook the place, 
brought neighbors and passersby quickly to 
the scene. Powell had been blown twenty 
feet through the door of the garage and his 
right leg was torn from his body. 

Brown lay still by the débris of his cherished 
invention, clutching itn his hand a wrench 
with which he had just turned the last screw 
which marked the completion of his work. 
His left eve had been blown out, his right leg 
was broken, and his side was lacerated and 
bleeding, where a piece of splinted steel from 
the torn cylinder had entered his side. Both 
men were quickly taken to the Alice Home 
hospital, ‘a few blocks distant. 

‘*‘T knew Brown’s invention was dan- 
gerous,” said Mr, Barrell, “ and I frequently 
warned him. Several weeks ago I forbade 
him to experiment further in the garage and 
dic. not know he was working on the 
machine.’’ 

Powell had been employed as a house serv- 
ant and caretaker in the Durand family for 
forty years, and the family was about to 
celebrate the fortieth anniversary of his em- 
ployment. He died at midnight, several 
members of the Durand family being at the 
hospital at the time.

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 12,—-[Special.]—With 
the promise of animated sessions, which in- 
clude the investigation of charges of illegal 
action made against the council and the 
president, the Rev. Theodore E, Schmauk 
of Philadelphia, as well as threats of prose- 
cution by. the Rev. Dr. H. C. Schmidt, Rajah 
Mundry of India, the dismiss¢d missionary 
superintendent, and the discussion of the 
question of divorce, the general council of 
the Evangelical Lutheran church in North 
America opened today. On the divorce prob- 
lem delegates oppose the legislation forbid- 
ding the remarriage of divorced persons and 
a heated debate is assured when the ques- 
‘tion comes before the convention. 

“In consideration of.this grave problem 
we must remember that many American 
marriages are not of God,” said President 
Schmauk in his annual address. 


500,000 Divorces in Twenty Years. . 

“ They are not entered into in the spirit and 
fear of the Lord. Let us appreciate this ear- 
liest factor in the problem, There have been 
more than 500,000 divorcees In the United 
States in the last twenty years, while in Eu- 
rope, with 380,000,000 against our 80,000,000 
population, the total has been 214,841. The 
number of divorced persons in the United 
States is greater than the population of some 
of our states.’’ 

In Dr. Schmidt's case the mission board 
asserts he was cited to return to America 
and appear before the board to answer 
charges of mismanagement, including the in- 
vestment of trust funds im property with the 
title in his own name. On his refusal to re- 
turn he was dismissed.

in the civil courts unless action is taken. 

President Schmauk said on graft: 

‘The Lutheran church rejoices in the re- 
cent revelation of feeling and the reéstab- 
lishment of sound principle toward common 
honesty in the administration of municipal 
and national affairs. In all the ages govern- 
ments have been regarded as existing partly 
for the purpose of being plundered. 

“The remarkable change has been due 
largely to the untiring and heroic efforts of 
President Roosevelt.”’ 

At the business session President Schmauk 
was retlected, and the Rev. O. O. Eckhart 
and the Rev. Oscar L. Larson, graduates of 
Rock Island Theological seminary, were 
commissioned missionaries to India. 


Letters Tell of Federation Stand. 

New York, Oct. 12.—The executive commit- 
tee of the interchurch conference on fed- 
eration today decided to make public the 
correspondence out of which has grown the 
discussion on the subject of the exclusion 
of the Unitarian denomination from the con- 
ference. The Rev. Edward Everett Hale, 
chaplain of the United States senate; ex- 
Secretary of the Navy John D. Long, and 
Dr. Samuel A. Eliot, a son of President Eliot 
of Harvard, delegates, were refused admis- 
sion. 

The correspondence Includes the text of let- 
ters exchanged between Dr. Eliot of the pro- 
posed Unitarian delegation and Dr. E. B. 
Sanford, secretary of the National Federa- 
tion of Churches. Dr. Eliot said that as the 
free Christian churches were included in the 
membership of the state federations, the 
Unitarians had assumed that the general in- 
vitation to the interchurch conference in- 
cluded that denomination. _ 

Dr, W. H. Roberts of Philadelphia said 
today: 

“The conference represents adherents of 
the distinctly Protestant and evangelical 
group of Christian churches. Unitarians do 
not belong to this group, and their presence 
in the conference would not be helpful to the 
interests involved,”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Minot J. Savage of the Church 
of the Messiah, Unitarian, said today: 

“That such an action has been taken 
causes me nosurprise. Those who assert that 
a belief in the divinity of Christ is all im- 
portant to salvation are at least consistent 
in excluding us from their work of saving 
mankind. This we have to admit. They are 
consistent, just as were Catholics who burned 
Protestants and Protestants who murdered 
Catholics in the middle ages.”’

Out of the 30,000,- 
000 of premiums paid by policy holders in 
Illinois the chances are that at least one- 
half, and probably more, left the state for 
good because the losses amounted to only 
$10,000,000 in round numbers. 

This drain of $15,000,000 a year means some- 
thing to the*commercial resources of any 
state, and the people are waking to the fact 
that instead of controlling their own premi- 
ums as they should do if they were really 
policy holders in a mutual concern, the money 
is massed in Wall street, not only from IIli- 
nois, but from every other state, and put at 
the disposal of .officers who are unscrupu- 
lous enough to.2me it for their own personal 
ends.

States Have a Remedy. 

It will be seén, therefore, that the with- 
drawal of enormous sums of money ‘from 
circulation in the different states, together 
with the suspicious system of deferred divi- 
dends, is. responsible for the career of ex- 
travagance and downright criminality which 
has marked the conduct of all of the insur- 
ance companies now under investigation and 
which is possibly common to many other 
large corporations managed on the same 
lines, 

It has been suggested, therefore, by insur- 
ance commissioners and students of the sit- 
uation that the states themselves have a 
remedy which can readily be applied as soon 
as the present investigation is concluded. 
The deferred dividend policy can readily be 
abolished by law, I am told, or at least it 
can be taxed out of existence by the joint 
action of a few of the larger states. Most 
of the insurance commissioners have united 
in condemning the deferred dividend on the 
natural ground that the policy holder should 
be encouraged to take his profits as they 
accrue instead of being persuaded to leave 
his surplus in New York to be devoured by 
financial cormorants. 

It is evident that if the companies abandon 
the deferred dividend scheme the amount 
of reserve and surplus necessary to be held 
at the home offices in New York, which is 
always subject to the disposal of the offi- 
eclals of the company, will be greatly re- 
duced, and thus one avenue of extravagance 
and graft will be summarily closed. Some 
of the companies already have begun to 
drop the: deferred dividend policy and it is 
not likely the others can stand fire on this 
form of insurance much longer. 


Keep the Money at Home. 

The suggestion has been made frequently 
of late, and it is coming to be considered 
with more and more favor, that the’ same 
system should be applied to this country. 
If the life insurance companies were com- 
pelled to invest a certain percefitage of their 
premiums every year in the state in which 
the money was paid in it would prevent the 
depletion of the local ciréulation, and it 
would also deprive the insurance companies 
in New York of another large slice of avail- 
ale surplus. 

There seems to be no reason why a life in- 
surance company should not invest as freely 
in the first class securities of Chicago or 
Cincinnati or Louisville as in the stocks and 
bonds of railroads and trust companies in 
which the officers were interested, and which 
have always been subject to the countless 
permutations of the stock market. 

This idea of keeping the money at home, 
although it is naturally subject to many ob- 
jections, is proving to be immensely popular, 
and it would not be surprising, I am told, if 
the first tangible outcome of the New York 
investigation should be legislation in halfa 
dozen big states, abolishing the deferred div- 
idend policy, and requiring the investmentof 
a reasonable amount of the premiums in the 
vicinity in which they were paid.

Addresses Meeting of Policy Hold- 
ers, Telling of Concern’s Purposes

draws Resolution, Which Is Cause

Meeting. 


A meeting of policy holders and officers 
of the Western Life Indemnity company was 
held yesterday in the offices of the company in 
the Masonic temple. President Moulton and 
other officers had a good opportunity to ex- 
plain their purposes to the policy holders, 
and a good many of. them went away in 
better humor than -when- they arrived. At 
the close of the meeting the company ‘ap- 
peared to have the best of the argument. A 
resolution, which Attorney H. B. Hicks had 
prepared, and which would have made two 
columns in small type, was withdrawn until! 
somé-future meeting. It attacked officers of 
the Western Life Indemnity for violating a 
trust, provided for their retirement in case 
the policy holders did not agree to the com- 
pany’s merger with the Security Life and 
Annuity company, which ts the cause of the 
whole contreversy, and demanded a list of 
the policy holders. 


President Clears the Situation. 

Gen. George M. Moulton, president of ths 
company, did not take part in the delibera- 
tions of the meeting, but after nearly every- 
body had shot his ammunition of words he 
appeared in a doorway and said: 

“All the policy holders who have come 
here and had a straight talk with me have 
gone away satisfied that everything is being 
done in their interest, Even the chief com- 
plainant in the bill foraninjunction restrain- 
ing the merger, Allen W. Field, after he 
had come here and received an explanation 
of what we were doing, went away satisfied 
and said he regretted he had filed the bill. 

“'Every act of this company has been sub- 
mitted to a directory of nine members. Five 
of them have been in service since the com- 
pany started, twenty-one years ago. You 
can’t make me believe, and you don’t believe 
yourselves, that every one of that board has 
suddenly become incapacitated or a rascal. 
I want each of you to consider yourself a 
committee and to come here as often as you 
want, for information.’’ 

Speaking about General Manager Rosen- 
feld, Gen. Moulton said that everything 
Rosenfeld had done had been for the best 
interests of the policy holders and had been 
approved by all the directors: His talk did 
much to clear the atmosphere. 

On & showing of: proxies it was evident 
that the Hicks crowd did not possess enough 
of them to control affairs, even if the court 
orders had not been in the way of the holding 
of a segular meeting. 

Founder Accused of Fraud. 

W. H. Gray, founder of the Western Life 
Indemnity, was charged with misappropriat- 
ing $300,000 in a bill which resulted in the 
morning) in an order by Judge Brentano re- 
straining the Western Life Indemnity from 
holding a meeting to merge with the Security 
Life and Indemnity company. The com- 
plainants are the same persons who began 
suit against the company Wednesday for the 
recovery of assessments alleged to have been 
withheld. Gray is charged with having 
profited by means of an alleged fraudulent 
contract, by which he received 5 cents for 
each $1,000 in force each month and $1 for 
eath $1,000 issued by the company. 

Objections of Company’s Lawyers, 

The.attorneys for the company say they 
had no sufficient notice of this application 
for an injunction and that it was identical 
with the order which was sought, but refused 
by Judge Kohlsaat, and a clique that is 
trying to wreck the company applied for it.

New York, Oct. 12.—[Special. }—Present fn- 
dications are that District Attorney William 
Travers Jerdme will make his race for re- 
election entirely independent of party sup- 
port. Tammany tonight refused to indorse 
him. It is said to be. extremely doubtful 
whether he will bé named on the Hearst 
ownership ticket at the county convention to 
be held on Saturday.

Hearst Named ’Midst Cheers. 

William Randolph Hearst was nominated 
for mayor tonight by a massmeeting that 
filled Carnegie hall from top to bottom, and 
acted under the auspices of the Municipal 
Ownership league. 

After the crowd had cheered and sung and 
stamped for half an hour when Mr. Hearst 
was brought before them, and after the nomi- 
nations had been made he came out and made 
a brief speech. He acknowledged that he had 
been reluctant to take the nomination, but 
that he was reluctant no longer. He was in 
the fight to win, not merely to make a show- 
ing. He was not running for gévernor or for 
any other office except that of mayor. He 
declared undying enmity to “ the gas trust,”’ 
the “‘ traction trust,”’ and the “‘ Murphy con- 
tract trust.” 

John Ford was nominated, likewise unan- 
imously, for controller. J. G. Phelps Stokes, 
who married Rose Pastor, was nominated 
for president of the board of aldermen. 

Mrs. W. R. Hearst, who occupied a box 
on the first tier. was overcome during the 
demonstration. She was assisted to the open 
air, but recovered in time to hear Mr. Hearst 
ma.e his acceptance speech. 


Ivins, Republican Candidate. 
William Mills Ivins, who acted as counsel 
for the Fassett legislative committee in 1802 
and was a city chamberlain under Mayors 
Hewitt and Grace, today became the repub- 
lican candidate for mayor of New York City 
when he accepted the nomination made by a 
committee appointed by. the republican city 
convention to fill vacancies in the nomina- 
tions of that convention. Charles E. Huches,

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 12.—[Special.J— 
Jacob Heyl, son-in-law ef the late Mrs. 
Ldzette Schandein, who is fighting the other 
heirs to prevent a redivision of the $8,000,000 
estate left to his wife by Mrs. Schandein, 
made some sensational admissions today. 

Yesterday he admitted that he had gone to 
the room of Ella Schandein, who is now Mrs. 
Ella Frank, and taken improper liberties 
with her, but he asserted that he was drunk 
at the time. 


Risked Life and Limb. 

Today Heyl, after a severe cross examina- 
tion, told the circumstances of his visit to 
the girl’s room. He said: | 

“When I came nome on the night in ques- 
tion I first examined the burglar alarm. 
Then it occurred to me that I could reach 
Miss Ella’s room through the bathroom win- 
dow. Her room was on the second floor. 
Knowing that her door was locked I climbed 
out on the water table or ledge that runs 
about the house. It is about a foot wide and 
forty feet above the ground. By carefully 
walking on this ledge for thirty feet and 
turning two corners I reached the window 
and went into the bathroom adjoining her 
room.” 

“And you did this with your boots on and 
under the influence of Rhine wine?’’ was 
asked. 

“ Yes, sir.”

“ Two o’clock in the morning.” 

“And dark?” 

eé Yes.”’ 

Called Her by Name. 

Heyl sald when he entered the girl's room 
he called her by name. He continued: 

“T started to speak to her, but she leaped 
out of her bed. I was standing about three 
feet from the bed, and said: ‘ Ella, I want to 
speak to you.’ I held out my hand and tried 
to speak to her, but she pushed by and tried 
to escape from the room. If I had wished to 
prevent her escaping from her room she 
would not have escaped. I enly wanted to 
speak to her temporarily.”

Mrs. Thomas J. McKeown, While Sit- 
ting Alene in Room Back of the 
Bar, .Fires Bullet Into Her Breast— 
Police Suspicion of Attempted Muar- 
der Is Dispelied by Her Own State- 
ment That She Sought to End Her 
Life. 


Mrs. Thomas J. McKown, wife of asaloon- 
keeper at 1038 North Clark street, Palace 
Hotel building, shot herself last midnight 
while sitting alone in a back room of her 
husband's saloon. The bullet struck her 
just below the heart. 

The wounded woman was taken to the 
Policlinic hospital in Chicago avenue, where 
it was announced that she probably would 
die. 


Investigation by the police indicates that 
unhappiness and perhaps jealousy of her 
husband caused the act. For some time she 
had been in the habit of going to the saloon 
late at night two or three times a week and 
accompanying McKown to their residence, 
220 Pierce street. 

Last night she visited the saloon and while 
her husband and W. F. Henderson, a the 
atrical agent, were standing at the bar, they 
heard a shot. They went back and found 
the wounded woman lying on the floor. They 
sent for a physician and did not notify the 
police until thirty minutes later. 

The police found that McKown had placed 
the revolver in his wife's chatelaine bag 


and had laid It behind the bar. They were 
mystified by this and suspected an attempt 
at murder. But a little later Mrs. McKown 
made a statement to Police Sergeant O'Gara 
in which she said she had shot herself, being 
“crazy from trouble.” 
Her brother had been employed in the sa- 
loon and had been drinking heavily and Mc- 
Kown said this caused her unhappine:. 
McKown was not held by the police. 


HANGS HERSELF IN AN ATTIC. 


Third Attempt Said to Have Been 
Made by Mrs. Augusta Kunkal to 
Commit Suicide Is Successful. 


Mrs. Augusta Kunkal, 51 years old, 81 
Fremont street, hanged herself from a rafter 
in the attic of her residence yesterday. Wer 
son, George Kunkal, 19 years old, who found 
the body, said she had made attempts before 
to kill herself, once by turning on the gas 
in her room, and once by jumping into the 
lake at Lincoln park. In neither case would 
she explain her actions further than to say 
she “‘ wanted to die.”” Her husband, John 
Kunkal, a teamster, and her sons. George and 
Joseph, said they knew no reason for the 
suicide.

Washington, D, C., Oct. 12.—[Special )— 
is considerably uncertain to- 

night over the intentions of Luke EB. Wright 
of Tennessee, with respect to his retention

ippines, Private reports have reached Wash- 
ington indicating that he intends to resign. 
Secretary Taft will only say that Gov, Wright 
‘will come to the United States on a leave 


' ‘of absence for six months. 


There has been considerable gossip in re- 
gard to the relations between Goy. Wright 
and the Washington authorities, and it is 
said that the governor general has not done 
everything in the way the preafident and Sec- 
retary Taft would have liked. 

Gov. Wright will leave Manila about Noy. 1 
and come direct to Washington. He will be 
consulted by Secretary Taft tm regard to 
‘Philippine matters and will then go to his 
home. He is said to have senatorial aspira- 
tions, and should they prove justified he

He has served in the Philippines since 1899, 
having been a member of the commission for 
four years and governor general two years. 


KAISER WANTS EXPLANATION. 


Germany Insists on Knowing if Eng- 
land Threatened to Seize Kiel Ca- 
nal and Land 100,000 Men. 


COLOGNE, Oct. 12.—The Cologne Gazette 
prints an inspired dispatch from Berlin in- 


revelation of Great Britain's purpose to seize 
the Kiel canal and land 100,000 English 
soldiers on German soil in the event of war 
between France and Germany over the Mo- 
rocco affair. 

It is evident from the dispatch that the 
German government assumes that M. Del- 
casse believed in good faith that France had 
Great Britain's promise of military assist- 
ance for war with Germany and shaped his 
policy accordingly. If M. Delcasse was se)f- 
deceived, the dispatch says, still the prac- 
tical consequences would have been the same 
and war would have resulted from his pas- 


aid the police in solving the mystery. 

An autopsy revealed the fact that his back- 
bone had been broken and his skull fractured.

“The statement that the American army 
is ‘rotten’ is the result of an extreme preju- 
dice and hostility against an organization 
concerning which the detractor has no knowl- 
edge. Our army is in an excellent state of 
éfficienoy. In all respects, man for man, our 
army will challenge comparison with any 
army in the world. 

“The army is rather a skeleton army than 
an organization for the field. It is much 
larger in cavalry and artillery in proportion 
to the infantry than it would be for cam- 
paign purposes. It would take a comparative- 
ly short time to increase our infantry arm 
and a much longer time to increase the cav- 
alry and artillery branches of the line. 

“The army has not had the educational 
benefit of external maneuvers that large Eu- 
ropean armies have, and perhaps there would 
be less experience on the part of our officers 
in commanding forces im the fleld than there 
would be among European-commanders.,

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= TRIBUNE ADS GIVE RESULTS 
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After Lively Debate Members Reject 
the Belt System Project by a Vote 
of 31 to 24—Heated Arguments Are 
Made For and Against the Plan for 
a Forest Preserve — One Speaker 
Says It Would Benefit Only the Au- 
tomobilists. 


The Chicago real estate board, by a yote of 
31 to 24, went on record yesterday as cpposed 
to the proposed forest preserve or outer belt 
ine park project. 

George BE. Cole argued that the project was 
like buying a $25 bridle to put on a cow. 

W. D. Kerfoot suggested that the board 
appoint a committee to ascertain how several 
of the large eastern cities have acquired 
their park systems, and after learning that 
Baltimore collected one-fifth of ev car 
fare for this purpose he suggested the w m 
of Chicago adopting some such proposition in 
connection with its settlement of the traction 
question. 

In general those who opposed the measure 
took the ground that in its creation of an- 
other taxing body it opposed the one great 
underlying feature of the proposed new char- 
ter—namely: the consolidation of the various 
taxing bodies, It was urged also that it was 
far in advance of the needs of the city, and 
that if more money is to be raised by bond 
issues it should be for the benefit of the 
city of Chicago in the cleaning of its streets 
and other pressing work of public improve- 


ments. 
Calls Automobiles a Curse. 


Marvin A. Farr declared that automobiles 
would be the principal beneficiaries and that 
they would hail it ae an ideal arrangement 
for them. He said the automobilists are 
now a curse to Chicago parks and boule- 
vards. 

Those who favored the measure said it was 
a signally wise provision for the future and 
that the opportunity of acquiring the land 
at present prices wae one that should be 
taken advantage of. They declared the 
project was in line with the most progressive 
spirit of Chicago and said it would prove a 
boon to all its people. — 

Louis A. Seeberger, who submitted the 
resolution opposing the project, declared It 
to be “a most remarkable enterprise ’’ in- 
volving the acquirement of land a mile wide 
and fifty-eight miles long. He said it pro- 
posed taxing the present generation to ac- 
quire a park system of 37,000 acres and that 
how many more may be required is in the 
power of no one to tell except a few interested 
parties. 

Cummings Defends the Project. 

E. A. Cummings resented some of Mr. See- 
berger’s remarks as reflecting upon the mem- 
bers of the outer park belt commission, who, 
he declared, were the peers of any mén in 
Chicago in all that goes to make honorable 
and public spirited citizens.
